A Course in Urdu, by Muhammad Abd-al- 
Rahman Barker and others. Montreal, Mc- 
Gill University Institute of Islamic Studies, 
1967. 3 vols. (1287 pp.) $16.00. 


This course is an introduction to spoken 
and written Urdu, based upon an educated 
variety of Dihlavi (i.e. Delhi) Urdu. Prac- 
tically all the Urdu material is given in a 
phonemic transcription, though the tradi- 
tional Urdu variety of the Arabic script is 
introduced beginning with Unit 6. Vols. 1 
and 2 contain 25 units, each divided into 
sections for conversation, work study, anal- 
ysis, and drills (Units 21-25 contain an 
essay in Arabic script instead of a conver- 
sation). Vol. 3 contains Urdu-English and 
English-Urdu vocabularies and a final index. 
The material was developed under a con- 
tract with the U.S. Office of Education. 


Papers in Language and Language Teaching, 
by Peter Strevens. (Language and Language 
Learning, 9.) London, Oxford University 
Press, 1965. viii, 152 pp. $1.70. 


- Brings together a dozen of the author’s 
papers, most of them originally published 
between 1961 and 1964, explaining and dis- 
cussing modern developments in applied 
linguistics and language teaching and in 
linguistic science. 


Discovering American Dialects, by Roger 
W. Shuy. Champaign, Illinois, National 
Council of Teachers of English, 1967. vii,

An introduction to the regional and social 
variations of American English, designed 
‘or the high school student. The text makes 
of recent research in linguistic geogra- 
y, relying especially on new detailed geo- 
graphical knowledge, recent urban dialect 
tudies, and a more precise appraisal of so- 
1 dialects. Sample questionnaires testing 
-onunciation, vocabulary and grammatical 
corms are included to aid the student in 
individual fieldwork.

A Dictionary of Iraqi Arabic: Arabic-Eng- 
lish, edited by D.R. Woodhead and Wayne 
Beene. (Richard Slade Harrell Arabic Series, 
10.) Washington, D.C., Georgetown Uni- 
versity Press, 1967. xiii, 509 pp. $6.00. 


A dictionary of the colloquial Arabic of 
the educated Iraqi of Bagdad. The Arabic 
material is given in transcription, and the 
entries are ordered according to the tradi- 
tional Arabic root system, with the roots 
arranged in accordance with the Arabic 
alphabet. Numerous illustrative examples 
are provided, particularly of verbs, adjec- 
tives, and particles. The work was prepared 
under a contract with the U.S. Office of 
Education.

Conversational Tamil, by N. Kumaraswami 
Raja’ and K. Doraswamy. (Department of 
Linguistics, Publication No. 9.) Annama- 
lainagar, South India, Annamalai Univer- 
sity, 1966. 360 pp. 


An introduction to spoken and written 
Tamil, the principal language of thirty mil- 
lion people in Madras state and the only 
spoken Indian language with a 2000-year 
literary history. 

Each of the ten lesson units is based on 
a dialogue, which is interrupted at points 
for new vocabulary, grammar discussions, 
and various types of drills. Unit 1 includes 
an introduction to the pronunciation. The 
Tamil material is given in phonemic tran- 
scription and Tamil script. Supplementary 
sections include Tamil-English and English- 
Tamil glossaries, a listing of alternate 
standard forms for the Southern dialects, 
and a Tamil alphabet chart.

A selected listing of approximately 730 
books, monographs, articles, festschriften, 
bibliographies, and unpublished papers for 
the year 1966. With a few exceptions, all 
items referred to are written in English. 
Some works on English and on the com- 
monly taught languages (French, German, 
Italian, Russian, and Spanish) have been 
included because of their theoretical sig- 
nificance. The bibliography is arranged in 
seven parts: linguistic theory and method; 
psycholinguistics; sociolinguistics; structural 
comparison and language typology; compu- 
tational linguistics; philosophy of language; 
classification of languages. Author index.

The intention of this study is to survey 
historically, analytically, critically, and 
from the viewpoint of contemporary linguis- 
tic science, the development of the diction- 
ary in English in the United States from its 
beginning in 1798 to the publication of the 
Webster-Mahn in 1864. A major portion of 
the study is devoted to a critical evaluation 
of Webster’s An American Dictionary of 
the English Language (1828), with special 
attention (pages 56-81) to Webster’s treat- 
ment of pronunciation.
